BUSINESS SENSE 

Much is written about the public funds from 
state taxes on alcoholic beverages. But here, 
as always, the liquor protagonists convenient- 
ly fail to tell all. The truth never serves their 
purposes. 

Dr. Lester Breslow of California’s Depart- 
ment of Public Health finds that, ‘‘ Alcoholics 
cost that state twelve times the total liquor 
tax revenue.’’ In Massachusetts an official 
commission found that for every dollar re- 
ceived from alcoholic beverage taxation, the 
state lost more than $8.00 in accidents, 
penal costs, absenteeism, etc. 

Moreover, any awake businessman will 
recognize, immediately, that family money 
spent for drink cannot be used to buy food, 
shoes, etc. In India investigators found that 
20% more was expended for food, once liquor 
was made unavailable.

delinquency, 75 slot machines, two gambling 
rooms. Thus it was for more than thirteen years.

Within 
three years every saloon and bar, the house of 
prostitution, the gambling rooms and breeding 
places of adult criminality and juvenile de- 
linquency had been closed by order of the 
people; they had a new wide-awake judge, an 
energetic and upright District Attorney, a 
courageous Christian sheriff. Eighteen ‘‘bad” 
citizens had left town; nine saloon keepers 
had been converted and joined the church. 
The town’s five churches had all increased 
their membership more than twenty per cent. 
Juvenile delinquency had disappeared. 

Men of God make history. They change 
things. Chaplains of the status quo (things as 
they are) may succeed in becoming popular 
luncheon club speakers.
